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"1. I assume that Perry has a copy of Taylor* s report, which flatly 
contradicts a number of SANITZER's statements concerning the treatment given 
to Taylor. .... 

2. I assume that the portions of the report which deal with the German 
estimate of, and experience with, OSS signal plans, and the alleged RSHA 
interception and deciphering of certain OSS radio dispatches, have been or 
will be brought to the attention of the Communications Branch."
